{Boris Smolar, chief European correspondent of the J. T. A., 
left Paris shortly before the German occupation of the capital on 
June 14. After establishing temporary headquarters in Bordeaux, 
he was obliged to evacute when French capitulation became ap- 
parent. He reached Lisbon on June 20. This is his first compre- 
hensive dispatch on the Jewish exodus from Paris and on the situa- 
tion of the Jewish refugees.] 


LISBON—I witnessed the exodus of some 50,000 Jews from Paris, 
precipitated by anti-Semitic agitation of fifth columnists, who, with the 
approach of the German army, began stirring up anti-Jewish feeling 
among the depressed Frenchmen in Jewish-populated sections around 
the Rivoli and Place de la Republique, blaming the Jews for the war. 

The demonstrations caused the Jews, who, not having means of 
evacuation, had intended to remain in Paris, to leave their homes and 
try to reach the city gates on foot. They ran as though spewed from 
a volcano, trudging for miles with babies in arms, sacks on their shoul- 
ders, afraid to look back to where they had left their homes and pos- 
sessions. 

Bombed on the road by Nazi planes, some succeeded in boarding 
evacuation trains dozens of miles from Paris, Others continued on foot, 
hoping to remain ahead of the Nazi tanks. 

Later, when I entered Spain, I found thousands of Jews among those 
camped in the no-man’s-land between the French frontier town of 
Hendaye and the Spanish town of Irun, hoping to be admitted into 
Spain, which they thought to be the only means of escape from the 
Nazis. Many had reached Hendaye on foot from Bordeaux, Angers and 
Tours. Others had made their way in refugee-crowded trains from 
Bordeaux while the trains were still running.

The Jews knew that the present Spanish government especially was 
not inclined to give refuge to Jews. Those holding British and Pales- 
tinian passports sought to make their way to the nearby shores of | 
Biarritz and St. Jean-de-Luz, from where small boats risked passage | 
to England. None of these refugees even thought of taking the smallest | 
amount of luggage. Eight hundred persons were only too happy to | 
abandon their autos and embark on an 800-ton steamer taking British | 
refugees from Biarritz to Plymouth. 

On reaching Lisbon I found that the Portuguese government had 
received an estimated 2,000,000 applications for visas, permanent or 
transit. Most of them came from Frenchmen, Belgians, Dutch and 
Poles in France who required Portuguese visas to pass through Spain. 
The applications must have included tens of thousands from Jews. 

On the international train on which I reached Lisbon from Spain I 
witnessed heartbreaking scenes involving some passengers from France, 
who, after being permitted to cross Spain, were halted at the Portu- 
guese frontier station because their Portuguese visas had been issued 
by consulates in France without approval of Lisbon. 

Industrialists Get Aid 

A group of three Jewish industrialists, holders of non-American 
passports, were assisted with fare at the Portuguese frontier by Dr. 
James Bernstein, director of the HIAS-ICA Emigration Association, 
who was traveling on this train. Dr. Bernstein also aided a non-Jewish 
banker, a shareholder of Barclay’s Bank. 

The American Legation has asked the Portuguese government to 
permit the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society of America to establish its 
European headquarters in Lisbon. The society, as part of the HIAS- 
ICA, had previously been quartered in Paris. Representing HIAS-ICA 
here now are Dr, Bernstein and Eli Dijour. 

Morris C. Troper, European director of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, arrived here from Bordeaux by way of Spain. He will leave for 
New York by Clipper July 18. 

Baron Maurice de Rothschild, member of the French Senate, ar- 
rived from France accompanied by his family. Other refugee arrivals 
included Rabbi Chaim Kruger of Brussels.

Canadian Jewish Congress Lists Jewish Homes 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


TORONTO—The Canadian Jewish Congress began registration 
of families willing to adopt evacuated children from England. More 
than 300 families registered as willing to accept children. At the 
same time the Montreal Council of Rabbis cabled the Agudath 
Isreal, orthodox religious organization, in London that it is pre- 
pared to accommodate all the Jewish children that can be sent to 
Canada. 

The organization said it was registering Jewish children to be 
evacuated under the government scheme and was also negotiating 
with the government for inclusion in the evacuation plan of Jewish 
children among Dutch, French, Polish and Czech refugees. Chil- 
dren of German-Jewish refugees resident in England have been 
excluded from the plan, according to an announcement in Commons.

The Editor’s Chair: 

Last week I was stopped on the 
street by a minor officer of B’nai 
Brith who proceeded to tell me 
of his difficulties in renting either 
an apartment or a home for a 
well-to-do Jewish family, because 
in three specific instances he was 
told that Jewish tenants weren’t 
wanted. Then a day or two later 
a guest at our house told me the 
same thing—not specific instances 
because his information wasn’t 
first hand, but that certain apart- 
ment houses on the Northside were 
turning away, Jewish tenants. 

Last year the Jewish Federation 
set up a public relations commit- 
tee to take care of matters jus? 
such as this in a dignified way. If 
any instances of this and other 
types of prejudice come to your 
notice, I suggest you write the 
complete si‘uation on paper and 
mail it to Mr. H. Joseph Hyman 
at the Federation.

Most of us feel very happy that 
Rabbi Samuel H. Markowitz has 
found such a fine pulpit. Although 
The Post called the move whereby 
Rabbi Frederic A. Doppelt comes 
to Fort Wayne, and Rabbi Marko- 
witz is going to Elmira, N. Y., an 
“exchange of pulpits’” that’s not 
exactly what it was. Yet it works 
out the same way. When Rabbi 
Doppelt heard that the Fort Wayne 
pulpit was to be vacant, he applied 
for the position, and after being 
accepted, resigned his own. Mean- 
while his congregation, whose 
Men’s Club had heard Rabbi Mar- 
kowitz last winter, and liked him 
very much, offered the pulpit to 
him. And so now everybody is 
very happy. As for The Post, it 
bids Godspeed to Rabbi Marko- 
witz, and welcomes Rabbi Doppelt 
in behalf of the Jewish community 
of Indiana.

No Alibi Needed 


F JEWS of Pittsburgh, when called upon to give 
$600,000 this year in their United Jewish Fund 
drive, give only $410,000 as compared with 
$458,000 in 1939, then they just want to keep their 
money and they don’t want to help their bereaved 
co-religionists, and that’s all there is to it. No 
other explanation is necessary. 

Commenting on the fact that almost 1,000 1939 
contributors gave absolutely nothing this year, 
Gustave H. Kann, president of the Pittsburgh 
drive, blamed the submerging by-the war news 
of anti-Jewish atrocities in the daily press this 
year and the widespread attitude that giving 
money to aid overseas Jews is futile. That’s as 
good an alibi as any other. 


And Indianapolis doesn’t have to feel so smug 
because another city failed, too. The local leader 
who called the leading lights of this city a bunch 
of stone-hearted skinflints was a shrewd judge of 
character. 

Visit the theaters, the night clubs, look into the 
overstocked pantries, watch the sleek new auto- 
mobiles drive by, go anywhere and see if you can 
recognize one Jew missing who because in giving 
too much to the United Jewish Fund this year he 
had to forego even the smallest pleasure or give 
up the least expensive luxury. 

It’s not a pretty picture, but it’s one we must 
look at continually in order to forestall in 1941 
1940’s debacle. 


Armed Fight Or Pogrom? 


F IT were true as the Indianapolis Star reported 
in an Associated Press dispatch Monday that 
600 armed Jews were slain in a battle with Ru- 
manian troops, then there could be no regrets, 
for if Jews went down fighting, who could do 
aught but honor them? But knowing the history 
of pogroms and the way of butchery of innocent 
women and children, then it becomes apparent 
that the word “armed” was inserted glibly to give 
the appearance of an honorable fight. 
Does this read like a fight or a pogrom? 
“Arriving in Galati, it related, one man 
shot a Rumanian soldier and the whole group 
fled. Rumanian soldiers then encircled part 
of the town, shooting the fugitives with ma- 


chine guns, and kept up the search for strag- 

glers during the night, the account con- 

tinued.” 

No. What happened is this. Some rampaging 
troops, irked and maddened by the trend of af- 
fairs, decided that the Jews were to blame and 
staged an old-fashioned pogrom—pillaging, rap- 
ing, setting fire to Jewish homes and stores and 
killing all who resisted and many who didn’t. 

The only remarkable thing about the deaths is 
that they were reported in the English press 
at all.
